Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Tarantino (WO 9408623) was discussed. Applicants' counsel highlighted several passages in the Tarantino 
reference that are different than the instant invention. The Tarantino reference teaches lecithin as an organogelling 
substance which polymerizes based on the absorption of water, wherein the bonds are formed between lecithin and 
the water molecules. The organogelling substance of the instant invention, however, are molecules which have the 
capacity to bind together by bonds of low energy and wherein gelation is heat-activated. With the explanation of these 
differences, an agreement to amend claim 1 by Examiner's Amendment was reached and would put the case in 
condition for allowance. Applicants' counsel also requested an extension of time for 1 MONTH(S) and authorized the
